ASSOCIATION OF SOUTH CAROLINA KLANS 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (ASCK) 


A source advised on September 24, 1956, 
that the Association of South Carolina Klans (ASCK) 
was organized in the Fall of 1955 and is patterned 
after the Association of Carolina Klans (ACK). This 
source said ASCK is a new organization and not a re- 
birth of ACK, although all high-ranking officials 
of ASCK had been menbers of ACK. The source stated 
announced purposes of this organization are to promote 
white supremacy and combat integration of the races j 
however, the use of violence is disavowed. 


I pource advised on September 2, 

1950> that ACK was composed of groups fortaerly mem- 
bers of the Association of Georgia Klans (AGK) and 
although ACK severed all connections with AGK , on 
November 14, 1949, the ideals, pux^oses and policies 
of the two orgauiizations remained identical. ACK 
became defunct after conviction and imprisonment of 
its highest official and other members in 1952.

Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Associa- 
tion of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, North Carolina; Association of South 
Carolina Klans, South Carolina; Dixie Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and Hyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation 
meeting at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2 - 3 » I960, at which 
the North Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, 
it was resolved and passed that their name be changed 
to National Ku Klux Klan. 

This source also advised that at a consoli- 
dation meeting at Savannah, Georgia, October 23> 
i 960 , it was resolved and passed that in any future 
meetings of this group the naune "Majority Citizens 
League" was to be used. 

I source advised that at a national b7D 

klonklave meeting at Texarkaina, Texas, on February 
11-12, 1961 , a motion was carried that there were 
to be at least six national meetiiTgs a year to be 
held any time from one week to twelve weeks after 
the last meeting. The time and meeting place were 
to be decided by the newly elected chairman. This 
second source also advised that at each meeting a 
new chairman and acting secretary were to be elected 
to serve at the next meeting.

NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY 


On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United ^ite Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article 
in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported that a 
"Ku Klux Klan spokesman of Greenville reported the recent 
formation of a new political party to be known as the United 
White Party." According to the article, the party was formed 
at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which 
many Klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported as being 
opposed to all "race mixing organizations and individuals." 


The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," 
self-described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ 
of the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) reported that 
rank and file "States Rlghters" had merged with the UWP 
under "the banner of the National States Rights Party," 
with national offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, 
Indiana . 



In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of the Ku Kliix Klan and notorious 
anti-Semites. 

Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had 
been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office 
Box 783, Birmingham, Alabanm.

On the occasion of their first meeting^ BAILEY 
invited WALKER to travel with him to Atlanta# Georgia, 

It was WALKER'S understanding that BAILEY would attend 
a klan-type meeting at Atlanta and he would go Just for 
the ride and to see Atlanta. It was agreed that they 
would each pay their personal expenses and share the 
transportation costs of the trip.

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Mr, WALTER A, BAILEY was interviewed at 4l2 
West Beachj, at which time he was advised of the 
identities of the interviewing agents; that he did 
not have to furnish information unless he cared to 
do so voluntarily; that any information furnished 
might be the subject of testimony in a Judicial 
proceeding against him; that he had a right to 
counsel. BAILEY consented to the interview and 
voluntarily furnished the following information: 

BAILEY stated he was bom at Sprlnghlll, 
Tennessee, on September 25, 1906, and that he 
was given the same name as his father; that both 
of his parents are now deceased. He said he 
graduated from the Branham & Hughes Military 
Academy at Springhill, Tennessee, year not recalled, 
and that he had not attended college. 

He worked for Swift & Company, at Nashville, 
Tennessee, for a short time in the early 1920 's, 
from which employment he entered military service 
in the United States Array at Nashville. He said he 
was discharged for minority reasons from the hospital 
at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, on August 23, 1923, and 
that he has no disability from military service, 
does not receive a pension of any kind from the 
Government; stated he "refused to be a public 
payroll bum", 

BAILEY stated that after he was discharged 
from the Army, he returned to his home at Nashville, 
Tennessee, He was unable to furnish specific dates 
concerning his backgroxind activities, but said in 
about 1925 he spent some time working in Florida,

Advice was furnished. by BAILEY that he 
went from Tennessee to New York City, dates 
unrecalled, whe re he met his wife, the former 
I 1 who was a native of Brooklyn, New 

York, and whom he married in New York City on 
December 30, 1933 » He said for a time he lived at 
Far Rockaway Beach, New York, and at 157^ First 
Avenue, New York, New York. He said he had never 
owned a home and had always lived in rented apartments. 
He said he worked in -the restaurant business and 
the fishing tackle business in New York. He claimed 
to have worked for himself and that he developed 
a fishing lure called a "tangle line" which he 
marketed, although he secured no patent, in sporting 
magazines at the time, and where he made his money. 

He said he is presently retired and that his income 
is made up from the return on annuities. 

It was learned from BAILEY that from 
about 1940 until 19^5 he was the night manager of 
the "Brass Rail", said to be a restaurant at 
Detroit, Michigan, located on Adams Avenue.

BAILEY exhibited a wall-type certificate 
carrying his name as WALTER A. BAILEY, Grand Dragon, 
dated in 19^0, which also bore the name Knights of 
the Ku Kliax Klan, He said he obtained this plaque 
when he was affiliated with the Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan at Atlanta, Georgia, under the Fulton 
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3 . 

County, Georgia, charter of that Klan organization. He 
said, however, that about two years ago, he took his 
group of Klansmen and the organization he headed in 
Mississippi, out of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
and that his .Mississippi Ku Klux Klan is now an 
independent organization with no allegiance to any 
other state, but that he will cooperate with other 
Klan organizations , 

BAILEY proudly related that the Ku Klux 
Klan was a secret fraternal organization and that 
as such, it is against the rules of the order for 
him to identify the individual members. He said 
the Klan, referring to the Ku Klux Klan, was not a 
militant one and the Ku Klux Klan is strongly 
opposed to violence. He said the Ku Klxix Klan stood 
for being "pro-American", "pro-Protestant ", and 
"pro-white". He said his organization in Mississippi 
has but three officers; President, Vice President, 
and Secretary -Treasurer . He stated that he holds 
the office of President but refused to identify 
the other two officers. He said there are no 
women in his Mississippi Ku Klux Klan and that 
minimum age for making application is twenty-one, 

.there being no upper age bracket limit. He said 
dues in the Mississippi Ku Klux Klan are presently 
$ 2.25 per quarter. He said that unit members in 
Mississippi utilize no robes or hoods and that 
they are not armed. 

It was observed that BAILEY was in 
possession of a billy-club of the type utilized 
by police officers, and when asked about its use, 
he said he used it for protection in his apartment. 

He also exhibited a pen-like object that was 
noted to contain a ,410 cal* gas cartridge that 
could be triggered by use of a clip affair on 
the side. He said this nn-jt. was at 

residence; that it was for] protection. 

BAILEY contended he did not know how 
many Klansmen there were in Mississippi or in the 
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Mississippi Ku Klux Klan, explaining that the number 
continually changes and that he could not even 
hazard a guess as to the current number. He did 
say that if he knew the number he would not hesitate 
to so comment. 

As to the number of Klansmen in Louisiana , 
BAILEY opined he believed that "one out of every five 
eligible men in Caddo Parish, Louisiana, is a KKK 
member." He claimed he had Journeyed to Bossier 
City, Louisiana, a year or two previously, in 
connection with a Klan matter, found the leadership 
poor, made suggestions on how they could straighten 
things out in the Ku Klux Klan in Louisiana, returned 
home and had not been back for further meetings 
there . 


He said, however, he was of the idea that 
the Ku Klux Klan in Louisiana was also an independent 
organization with no affiliation required with other 
state organizations, but that it was presumed the 
Louisiana Ku Klux Klan wou ld cooperate w ith other 
states . He related that a | If rom 

Dallas, Texas, whom' he identified as a Texas Ku 
Klux Klan^ leader, went to Shreveport, Louisiana, 
and •vj.clnity and met with individuals there concerning 
the Ku Klux Klan in North Louisiana; that this was, 
howevfer, several years ago. He claimed to have no 
current information about the status of the Ku Klux 
Klan in Louisiana. 


Advice was furnished by BAILEY that in 
January, 19^3, he Invited a number of Ku Klux Klan 
leaders to Biloxi, Mississippi, for a two-day meeting 
at the Riviera Hotel; that the meeting was held. He 
did not desire to furnish information as to what was 
taken up at the meetings, or to identify those 
present. He said that at the Biloxi Klan meetings 
there were approximately 40 present during the first 
week-end. in April, 19^3 . He said only four (4) persons 
from the Mississippi Gulf Coast area were in attendance 
and that this is all that were authorized to be 
present and that no state has more than four (4) votes. 
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He said the meetings in the various different states 
are held "about four months apart and that a Chairman 
is selected from the host state group ^ who is 
responsible for making the arrangements of the 
succeeding meeting, that thereafter another Chairman 
is selected, etc.

The ceremony started with the igniting of a 
thirty-foot metal cross wrapped. in burlap and soaked with 
diesel oil. About 85 to 90 robed klansmen stood in a 
circle around the cross while it was being ignited, and 
saluted the cross with their left arms held high. They 
then marched from the cross down to the front of the 
speaker's stand, and the rally was formally opened with 
a prayer by an unknown robed klansman.

James R. Tenable mad© the first speech, and 
gave a brief history of the Ku Klux Klan. He claimed 
the Klan was the greatest organization ”on God’s green 
earth,” He claimed the Klan had kept the Catholic, 
Jewish, and Negro elements out of the Federal Govern- 
ment until President John F. Kennedy was elected. He 
claimed the Klan was responsible for the defeat of A1 
Smith, a Catholic, as a Presidential Candidate in 
1929. He stated the two great weapons of the Klan 
at the present time are the boycott and the ballot. 

Venable stated that State Troopers were 
blocking the entrances to Stone Mountain, and they would 
not be able to go up on Stone Mountain for any of the 
ceremonies. He also stated that they would have had 
a larger crowd at this rally, but the Georgia State 
Troopers were blocking traffic to the meeting place 
in his cow pasture. 

The national meeting of the National Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan was held at the Henry Grady Hotel, 

Room 301, Atlanta, Georgia, at 9;00 A.M, , September 1, 
1963, with James R. Venable, Chairman, presiding. 

It was noted that a number of men in the 
room were not in attendance at the last meeting of 
the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, including 
members of the Dixie Klans, the U« S, Klans, a new 
klan group in Louisiana, and the Nathan Bedford Forrest 
Klan in Jacksonville, Florida. men who had not

b ade available a leaflet issued by National Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., Tucker, Georgia. This leaflet contains 
a message from JAMES R, VENABIE and reads as follows: 

"The white American people now face the 
stark reality of barricades in the streets and 
the arming of every home against black Negro 
race riots. We are at war.' <®bis war is the 
deadliest of all wars for it is both racial and 
religious. 

"For the second time since 1866, the sole 
issue to be decided is whether or not the purity 
of the v«<hite Caucasian race will continue to

Association of Arkansas Klans, Arkansas; Florida Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Southern Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, Florida; Association of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, North Carolina; Association of South 
Carolina Klans, South Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, Tennessee; and Hyksos Klan, Texas »
